Washington, D. C., June 10,—{Special.J— j 


Benator Aldrich completely demonstrated to- 
day the absolute control he exercises over 
hie forces in the senate. Every attempt 
made to break down the woolen schedule in 
the slightest. particular was gq failure, al- 
though the fight was led by Senator Dolliver 
with a great deal of dash and considerable 
humor. 

Not @ paragraph will be touched, or has 
been touched, except with Senator Aldrich’s 
consent. Rates of duty on all classes of wool- 
en manufacture will not be disturbed. 

They are the same as the Dingley rates, 
except in a few unimportant instances, and 
the average retail price on flannels, dress 
goods, wearing apparel, and carpet will not 
be reduced so far as the tariff has anything 
to do with it. 

Senator Aldrich had behind him today a 
clear majority of from ten to fifteen votes, 
and every amendment in the direction of low- 
er duties was beaten on this basis, including 
even some of the paragraphs of the woolen 
schedule of the McKinley bill which were 
written by Senator Aldrich himself. 


Calls New Rates Indispensable. 

They were offered by Senator Dolliver 
merely to show the situation as it exists to- 
day, but the high tariff Republicans did not 
hesitate to accept the responsibility, Mr. 
Aldrich declaring that conditions had so 
changed since 1890 that the new rates were 
indispensable to secure the necessary proteo- 
tion to American millers and laborers. 

Throughout all this fight on the woolen 
schedule there has been a remarkable com- 
bination between the manufacturers of 
woolen products and the sheep owners whe 
furnish the wool. In few other casee ere 
the interests of the agricultural and manu- 
facturing class identified in this pecullar 
manner. 

Boot and shoe men want free hides, but 
they: are antagonized by packers and farmers 
and cattle growers, who fancy that if the 
duty is removed they will get less money for 
their cattle. 

Manufacturers of furniture want free lum- 


’ ber, the sugar.teust.wants free raw sugar, 


and the steel men want free iron ore, ex- 
cept where they control the products them- 
selves. 


Weavers and Shepherds United. 

It is one of the monuments to the genlus 
of Senator Aldrich that he has been able to 
cement the friendship between the weavers 
and the shepherds, as Senator Dolliver called 
them, in such a remarkable fashion as to con- 
vince them both that their interests are 
similar. 

Without the votes of farmers from the big 
sheep growing states beyond the Missouri it 
would be impossible for New England manu- 
facturers to keep the rates up on blankets, 
carpets, wearing apparel, and dress goods 
made of wool. It is one of the instances in 
which the producers of raw material, while 
satisfied with the protection on their own 
product, have turned to help the manufac- 
turer on the theory that their protection in- 
creases the market for raw wool. 

There is a great deal of misunderstanding 
about the fight which has been going on for 
the last few days over what is technically 
known as the woolen schedule. That sched- 
ule is really in two parts. The first two 
paragraphs concern exclusively woo! which 
is absolutely raw, or which has been ad- 
vanced only by a process of washing or 
scouring. This is the product of the farmer. 
It is the wearing apparel of the sheep which 
he sacrifices to make a cevering for the 
man. Itisraw material tothe manufacturer, 
but it is the finished product of the sheep 


growers. 


No Fight on Raw Wool Duty. 

Now a funny thing about this combination 
between the farmers, or great shepherds, like 
Senator Warren of Wyoming, and manu- 
facturers like Senator Smoot of Utah is that 
nobody at any time has seriously attempted 
in all of this fight to cut down the protection 
on raw wool by the fraction of a cent. The 
whole fight has been to reduce the protection 
on the manufactured article, and yet senators 
from wool growing states have been unani- 
mous in following Mr. Aldrich. 

When the Democrats were in power they 
took the duty off wool. and the farmers suf- 
fered beyond all doubt. It was put back 
again and neither the house nor the senate 
has changed it, except that the house did at- 
tempt to reduce it on a certain grade of car- 
pet wool. The Republican insurgents have 
not attempted to disturb this protection to 
the farmers, and since it has been adopted by 
both houses, with the single exception noted, 
the corference committee will have no juris- 
diction over it and the rates will stand as 
they are in the present law. 

In spite of the fact that the sheep grow- 
ers are fully protected by a duty which 
ranges from 10 cents for the cheapest grade 
to 83 cents for the best scoured wool, they 
have united with the manufacturers for the 
benefit of the manufacturers alone. They 
have done this under duress to a large ex- 
tent. That is to say, they wete told in so 
many words that if they did not yote for 
heavy duties on manufactyred wool the New 
England combination would turn around and 
throw its influence to secure free raw wool. 


Growers Act Like Sheep. 

Whether it is that.the growers grew to be 
like their animals or not is uncertain, but 
they certainly have acted like sheep since the 
days of the Dingley law, and although no- 
body wants to take away their own protec- 
tion, they have been so badly frightened by 
the nightmare of free wool that they have 
been willing to fasten high rates for clothing 
and carpets and blankets upon every man, 
woman, and child in the United States, in- 
cluding themselves. | 

This is one of the instances where the pro-

OVEMENTS OF OCEAN STEAMSHIPS. 
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New York, June 10.—[Special.J—After 
dragging through the courts for two years, 
the suit for separation brought by Kathrine 
Clemmons Gould against Howard Gould went 
to trial this morning béfore Supreme Court 


Justice Dowling, who heard the first Thaw 
trial. 


Mrs. Gould alleges that her husband desert- 
ed her without just cause on July 16, 1906. 
Gould answers that his justification was the 
habits of the plaintiff; that since he left her 
he has made her an allowance Of $25,000 a 
year, but that she is extravagant, intemper- 
ate, and has been guilty of misconduct. The 
wife denies the charges and asks for an al- 
lowance of $120,000 a year to enable her to 
live in the manner to which her husband had 
accustomed her. 

Mrs. Gould occupied most of the forenoon 
with her direct examination, and an hour be- 
fore adjournment De Lancy Nicoll, counsel 
for Gould, commenced the cross examina- 
tion, 

Mrs. Could maie a favorable impression 
throughout the day, and went through the 
cross examination with remarkable assur- 
ance and success. She answered questions 
put to her without hesitation, and frequently 
appeared to disconcert her questioner by the 
nature of her answer. 

Her husband reached the courtroom about 
an hour after the trial had opened, and took 
& seat beside his counsel. 


Nicoll Moves to Dismiss. 

When the case was started Mr. Nicoll 
moved to dismiss because the cause of 
action was not stated. Passing over all the 
various moves and countermoves that have 
been made in the case, he said that the 
counter complaint asked for a jury trial, 
which was denied at the time. He said that 
since the filing of the complaint the habits of 
the plaintiff have been such that the defend- 
ant could not live with her. He also said that 
the allegation that Mrs. Gould had been sur- 
rounded by detectives was fatally defective. 

After forty minutes’ argument the court 
denied the motion to dismiss. 


Shearn called attention to the fact that Gould 
admitted leaving his wife in July, 1906. He 
told of the wedded life of the couple since 
they were married at the Holland house in 
1898, said that Gould got one-sixth of the es- 
tate of his father, and that it cost §150,000 a 
year td maintain the yacht Niagara. 

“My client telis me that their married life 
was broken up when her husband tired of 
home life and took up the life of a libertine,’’ 
said Mr. Shearn. ‘The plaintiff does not 
believe in the policy of divorce, so her hus- 
band tried to starve her out.” 


Yacht Furnishings Cost $100,000. 

When Mrs. Gould took the stand she gave 
her name as Viola Kathrine Clemmons 
Gould. She described her marriage and her 
honeymoon on the yacht Niagera. In an- 
swer to questions tending to show the manner 
in which they lived from the time of their 
marriage she described their town residence 
in Fifty-seventh street and the Castie Gould 
property at Port Washington, L. I. She 
said the furnishings of the yacht cost easily 
$100,000, exclusive of the orchestrion, which 
cost half that. 

Describing the number of persons em- 
ployed at Castle Gould she said there were 
eighteen servants in the house, fifteen in 
the stables, eighteen supervisors, and sixty 
laborers, all paid by her. She said that be- 
ginning in January, 1890, her husband gave 
her amounts varying between $5,000 and 
$10,000 monthly, and the next year she got 
an average Of $10,000 a month. She said that 
when she returned to Castle Gould in lew 
she was permitted to have nothing more to do 
with the control of affairs. 

Mrs. Gould said that prior to 1906 she had 
three conversations with her husband in re- 
gard to his leaving her. 

Says He Threatened Divorce. 

‘* What in substance did he say to you on 

the first occasion?’’ asked Mr. Shearn.

She said she next spoke on the subject in 
July, 1906, when her husband said “‘ he would 
quit me and packed up his things and left."’ 
She said about the middle of the month her 
husband communicated with her through her 
cousin, Elijah W. Selis, the accountant. 

& ** What did he say?"’ 

‘That if I would give up the management 
of Castle Gould and not insult him before 
his friends he would look over my bills and 
see what he felt Hike paying, and otherwise 
he would obtain a divorce and would supply 
my co-respondents.” 

Mrs. Gould said her personal living ex- 
penses while she was with her husband were 
about $35,000 a year, and that she spent 
about the same amount for dressing and 
equipping herself during the five years previ- 
ous to their separation. 

Mrs. Gould read a statement of the amounts 
she said her husband gave her for various 
purposes from the time of their marriage, 
which footed up to $775,988. 


Kept Two Bank Accounts. 

When she was cross examined by Mr. Nicol! 
she said the statement of her expenses was 
compiled in her room at the St. Regis with the 
aid of a woman stenographer. She said she 
kept two bank accounts, one containing 
household funds under the name ef Mrs. 
Howard Gould, and the other her private 
funds under the name of Mrs. Kathrine 
Gould. 

She showed Mr. Nicoll the Kathrine Gould 
account. ‘“ With pleasure,” she said her 
husband was accustomed to give her the 
small amounts he received for attending di- 
rectors’ meeting for her personal account. 

Mr. Nicoll drew attention to two paymente 
for $10,000 and $12,000. He asked if these 
were directors’ fees. She said they repre- 
sented the purchase of two automobiles. Re- 
ferring to the sums spent for household pur- 
poses Mr. Nicoll asked if any of it went for 


liquor.

ONE GIRL IS IN HOSPITAL. 


Marauder Escapes Just Before Arrival 
of Assistance. 


New York, June _ 10.—[Special.}—Three 
women in their nightclothes fought off an 
armed and masked man in the darkness of the 
midnight hour this morning down in the home 
of Mrs. Beekman Townsend, outside the vil- 
lage of Oyster Bay. 

During the struggle one woman had both 
her hands slashed to the bone by a keen knife 
edge and one was beaten over the head with 
an fron bar until her scalp was torn open in 
four places. 

After the three women and Mrs. Townsend, 
who is an elderly woman and weak from a 
recent illness, had fought with the man for 
all of fifteen minutes, he broke away from 
them, tipped over a lamp, put his foot on the 
flame, and fled the house with no plunder and 
the marks of the women’s nails on his face. 
He hasn't been captured. 

The women fought alone. The first man to 
come to their aid after the burglar, if such he 
was, had fied found that one was bleeding so 
that she could hardly retain her senses, an- 
other was dazed from blows she received, and 
the witness to the struggle was unnerved and 
hysterical.

Live Alone in céuntry Home. 

Mrs. Beekman Townsend, whose husband 
died a few months ago, lives with her two 
daughters, Bessie and Ada, in a large coun- 
try home just where the Sayville and Mi)! 
Hill roads cross in front of a heavy forest, 
about three-quarters of a mile west of the 
Oyster Bay postoffice. The nearest neigh- 
bor is about 200 yards away in the direction 
of the village. 

For a week Mrs. Townsend, her four 
daughters, dnd a friend and former college 
mate of theirs, Miss Elizabeth L. Horsey of 
Media, Tenn., had lived alone in the large 
house without servants. They were prepar- 
ing to move away for a summer's vacation in 
the meuntains on Monday neat and were 
playing at camping out in the interim. 

On Wednesday night the Misses Townsend 
locked up the house and retired about 10 
o'clock. Miss Bessie Townsend, who was 
sleeping with her mother, awoke out of a 
sound sleep and in the half light of a night 
lamp on a table in the hall she saw the 
masked face of & man peering around the 
angle of the door casement. 


Screams, Then Tackles Robber. 
She screamed. Then, without hesitating, 
she jumped out of bed from her mother's 
side and threw herselfopen armed upon the 
shadow by the door. Miss Horsey, in the rear 
bedroom, had been awakened by the sound of 
Mise Bessie Townsend's alarm. She’ ran 
through the hall and into the room where 
Bessie Townsend and the burglar were. She 
threw herself on the back of the man, and 
the three of them were borne down by her 
weight on the tumbled coverleta, 
Mrs. Townsend hed sprung from the bed 
after the first second of fright, and, 
to the window, began to scream for help.

The tTellow sprang from the bed into the 
middle of the floor, struck out with his right 
hand again, and smote Miss Horsey between 
the eyes. She fell and then he drew his 
knife and slashed at her, cutting her hands as 
she tried to protect herself. 

The burglar realized the danger of identi- 
fication in an instant. With his foot he 
kicked over the table upon which the lamp 
rested, then when the oil] flamed up from 
the carpet he stepped upon the burning patch 
and tore headlong downstairs. : 

Two young men of Oyster Bay—Al Cope- 
land and David Malone—were coming down 
the Bayville road on the way home from a 
dance when they heard screams of “ mur- 
der.”” They charged up the hill to the Town- 
send house. The two men met Mr, and Mrs. 
WwW. R. Caminchi, cousins of the Townsends, 
hurrying up the road. Upstairs on the hall 
floor was Miss Horsey lying in a pool of blood. 
Both of her hands were cut, each palm being 
opened to the bone about the base of the 
thumb. 

Scalp Opened in Three Places. 

In the bedroom where the struggle had 
taken place was Mies Bessie Townsend, her 
scalp opened in three places and the skin of 
her forehead from brow to hair parted to 
show the skull. 

It was three-quarters of an hour before a 
physician arrived, and both Miss Horsey and 
Miss Bessie Townsend were almost uncon 
scious from loss of blood. Miss Horsey was 
taken by two physicians to the Nassau hos- 
pital in a motor car. 

The burglar left behind him as the only 
clews a brown alpine hat, a faded blue cam- 
bric mask, two lead pencils, and a fountain 
pen that had fallen from his pocket on to the 
bed during the struggle. 

Two operations were performed on Miss 
Horsey’s hands this afternoon. Miss Town- 
send rested comfortably today.

PLAN GIKLS’ COOKING SCHOOL 


Board of Education Considers 
Project to Spend $350,000. 


TO EMPLOY GOOD TEACHERS. 


If Proposition Is Accepted, Building 
Will Be Erected by Sept., 1910. 


Plans for a $300,000 manual training school, 
to be used exclusively in teaching giris the 
art of cooking, sewing, and other household 
duties, are to be considered at a meeting of 
the Chicago board of education In the near 
future. The project is favored by most of 
the board members and school superintend- 
ents. 

It is proposed to build the school on the 
site of the old Clarke school at Thirteenth 
street and Ashland boulevard. The old 
building is to be reconstructed and a new 
building erected on lots recently bought by the 
board of education just back of the present 
site. As soon as the proposition is acted 
upon officially by the board the school archi- 
tects will be ordered to prepare specifications 
for immediate work. . 

When completed it is expected thet the 
girls’ school will be the finest and best 
equipped of any of its kind in the United 
States. No expense in equipment is to be 
spared if the plans are adopted and the best 
teachers of cooking and sewing in the coun- 
try are to be employed to instruct the future 
housewives in the art of making a home. 


Will Learn How to Make Beds. 

Besides cooking and sewing, it is intended 
that the girls shall be taught how to make 
beds, sweep, dust, and do many other useful 
things which they may have to do when they 
leave school and enter homes of their own. 
While there will be several elementary 
classes in the school, it is the intention of the 
school officials to provide instruction for 
girls who are in their last year in the ordi- 
nary high school or who have completed 
their Pnglish course. 

While President Schneider, Mre. Isabelle 
O’ Keeffe, and other members of the board 
of education are interested in the plans for 
the girls’ school, William M. Roberts, assist- 
ant superintendent, who has practically been 
filling the office of superintendent of schools 
since the resignation of E. G. Cooley, is one 
of the strongest advocates of the proposed 
institutica.

Mystery Surrougds ‘Grewsome 
Gotham Crime in Which Un- 
known Jew Is Involved. 


New York, June 10.—[{Special,]—Two oli- 
cloth bundles were carried into the Oak street 
station house this evening by a policeman, 
who brought with him the 14 yedr old boy 
he had found standing guard over them in 
Oliver street, and when the packages were 
opened in front it was found that they con- 
tained the trunk, legs, and. arms of a man's 
body. The head was missizig. 

The arms and legs had been slashed with a 
blunt knife, but the bones were evenly and 
carefully sawed away. There,was nothing 
in the clothing of the dead man to givea hint 
of his identity. 

When Joseph ‘Totaro, the schoolboy who 
had been watching the packages, saw what 
was in the bundles he broke down completely 
and it was the hardest kind of work for the 
central office men detailed on the case to get 
anything out of him as to how he had come 
into possession of them: After a while he 
quieted down and told his story. 


Boy’s Story of Packages. 

“I was walking home about 6 0 ‘clock,” he 
said, when at the corrier of Catherine and 
Monroe streets I met a man ¢arrying two 
heavy packages. ~The man stopped and 
asked whether I wanted to earn 5 cents. I 
noticed that he spoke with a Jewish accent, 
that he was about 5 feet 7 inches tall, and 
that he had a dark mustache and wore a 
biack derby with a flat brim. He was 
heavily built.’’ 

The youngster told the man he would be 
glad to earn a nickel and the man told him 
to follow along. They walked up Catherine 
street to Madison and then turned up Oliver 
street until they, reached one of the gates of 
@ public school, about fifty feet from the 
corner of Hamilton. 
to Totaro and told him to watch the packages 
a few minutes and said he would be back 
right away. 

Man Fails to Return. 

The boy leaned against the gate and wait- 
ed. That was a few minutes past 6. He 
stood there for half an hour and the man 
did not come back. A few people glanced at 
him suspictously and he began to get uneasy. 
In another half hour a number of loiterers 
had collected and some of them asked him 
what he was waiting for. He kept watching 
for the return of the man who had left him 
there, but the Jew was nowhere in sight. 

The bulky oilcloth packages attracted more 
and more people, and at 7:30 Policeman 
George Hoffman, on post at this point, de- 
cided to find out the cause of the excite- 
ment. He didn’t like the looks of those two 
heaps on the sidewalk, and lifted one and then 
the other. : 

At any rate, they were too heavy to carry, 
he thought, and so he called up the Oak street 
station and asked Lieut. McCarthy to send 
the patrol. 

A few minutes later the wagon came and 
Hoffman loaded young Totaro with the prop- 
erty he had been guarding into the van and 
they drove off, with a crowd of boys and men 
and women streaming behind. 


Wrapped with Heavy Twine. 

At the station house Capt. Toole ordered 
the packages carried into the courtyard be- 
hind the back room and there examined. 
Around the oilcloth which formed the cover- 
ing was wrapped a quantity of heavy brown 
twine twisted and firmly knotted. Inside was 


when that was removed the parts of the body 
were seen. 

In one package was found the trunk ofa 
Jewish man’s body. There was a blood- 
soaked white shirt with a thin black striped 
pattern and a vest of black cloth. Noneof 
the pockets contained pleces of paper or any- 
thing that would identify the man. In the 
other package were arms and, legs laid side 
by side and clotted together with blood. 


Stab Wounds in the Chest. 

A number of stab wounds had penetrated 
the man’s chest. Just below the point where 
the stump_pf the neck remained was a clean 
cut slash in the skin of the chest. The whole 
shirt across the chest was saturated with 
blood, even under the suspenders. 

One peculiarity of the right foot the police 
seized upon as a possible means of identifica- 
tion. The smallest toe and the one next to 
it are conspicuously smaller than other toes 
on thatfoot. The left foot is normal. 

The police believed the boy’s story and his 
lack of knowledge of the further details of 
the crime. He didn’t change his description 
of the Jew who had stopped him, and with 
these facts to work on the detectives began 
their search for the person or persons behind 
the crime.

‘BUBBLY CREEK’ WATER USED 


Stockyards Animals Drink It in 
Violation of City Ordinance. 


HEALTH OFFICERS KNOW IT. 


Aldermen Likely to Ask the Council to 
Take Drastic Action. 


The Union Stockyards company admits tt 
is violating daily the city ordinance pro- 
hibiting. the use of water from ‘' Bubbly 
creek "’ for the watering of stock consigned 
to the meat packing plants. The ordinance 
was passed on Feb. 8 asa protective measure 
against possible infection from the sewage 
in ** Bubbly creek *’ and other impure wodies 
of water. 

The company filters the water Nadaes 
pumping it into the stock pens. The city 
health department has ignored this violation 
of the ordinance on the ground that the 
water after treatiment is more pure than lake 
water. 

Daily reports of the analysis of the water 
are made to the health department by Fred- 
erick P. Pritchard, a son of Secretary. E. R. 
Pritchard of the health department. Young 
Pritchard is a civil service employé of the 
city, but he receives a salary of $100 a month 
from the Union Stockyards company. He 
has reported the water pure up to date. 


Will Not Permit Inspection. 

Supt. Jennings of the filtration plant ad- 
mitted yesterday that the water is used for 
watering animals. Assistant Manager Hen- 
kle of the stockyards company refused per- 
mission to inspect the plant and declined to 
be interviewed. Other reports of the, secrecy 
maintained by the company at its water plant 
have reached several south side aldermen 
and a demand for an investigaticn is sched- 
uled to be made before the council adjourns 
for the summer. 

The filtration plant is a small concrete 
building housing a series of tanks into which 
the water from Bubbly creek is conducted 
in a concrete walled channel. Supt. Jen- 
nings said that this water is purified thor- 
oughly, but he was not permitted to exhibit 
the purified article. 

About 500,000 gallons of water is drawn 
from Bubbly creek in this way every day. 
Aecording to Ald. Burns, the withdrawal of 
this volume seriously minimizes the efforts 
to flush Bubbly creek with the lake water 
poured in through the Thirty-ninth street 
tunnel.

pROTEST BY CITY CLUB. 


Ald. Jones Urges Purchase of 
More Lake Front Land for 
Park Purposes. 


A club to be waved before the Chicago Tele- 
phone company when the city’s power to 
reguiate its rates is exercised next June for 
the first time was created yesterday by the 
council committee on gas, oil, and electric 
light when it postponed action on the com- 
pany’s proposed purchase of the Illinois Tun- 
nel company’s telephone franchise and 
pquipment. 

The final word that supported the position 
taken by Ald. Nicholas R. Finn a week ago 
came from the telephone committee and the 
directors of the City club through the lips of 
Walter L. Fisher, who spoke before the com- 
mittee on the advisability of postponing 
potion. 

By separate motions the time in which the 
tunnel company must install 20.000 tele- 
phones or forfeit its franchise was extended 
from next Octoxer to June 1, 1911, and the 
company was forbidden to sell out to any 
other imterests than the telephone company 
before Dec. 1, 
gaie to the telephone company was set for 
next June. 


How the Members Voted. 

The roll call on the postponement stood as 
follows: 

Ayes—Finn, Beilfuss, 
Longs Hey, Reading—8. 

Nays—Scully, Burns, Dailey—3. 

Chairman W. J. Pringle had expressed 
himself i114 favor of the postponement and 
Ald. Scully was the only member of the 
committee to argue for an immediate sale. 
He contended that there was no need ofa 
club over the head of the Bell company. Pres- 
ident Samuel McRoberts and Attorney Na- 
thaniel C. Sears of the tunnel company pro- 
tested that delay would mean expense to 
them without benefit or advantage to the 
city. 

Mr. Fisher declared that the city needed 
more power against the telephone company 
than is given by its ordinance, and that it 
can be compelled to grant further powers in 
return for the creation of a monopoly in its 
favor. He recommended also that the city 
have full information of the terms of the 
deal before it is sanctioned. 


Seeks Light on Transaction. 

“At the time the telephone ordinance was 
passed,’ he said, ** we did not put in all the 
regulatory measures advocated because the 
point was raised that we had a second sys- 
tem on which we could fall back, but thig 
transaction contemplates the removal of that 
second system. 

“The city should know the exact terms of 
the sale, asthe telephone company might be 
willing to pay’a large price to get rid of come 
petition. Then, too, the telephone company 
might turn over to the tunnel company any 
surplus of its earnings because of the cony 
munity of interest that seems to hold to- 
gether the big men of these companies, If 
they are not actually fighting each other 
they seem to be in a condition of at least pla- 
tonie friendship. 

“There is a question of how far the city 
should be a party tothisdeal. While lI would 
not call it extortion or holdup it. might be 
said to partake of that nature. This is an 
attempt to sell what is -ealled ‘*nuisance ’ 
value, and any pre paid for the franchise 
is simply the price of peace and should bea 
small or mothing.”’ : 3 ph 

H. D. ritchfield, representing the Interé 
national Independent, Telephone association, 
told the committee that the interests he rep- 
resented would not cease trying to obtain 
entrance to Chicago. He predicted a demon- 
stration in favor of this grant that would 
“make the council sit up and take notice.”’ 


Lack of Park Facilities. 


The argument of Aid. John H. Jones that 
the city should begin buying lake front 
property at once for future needs was fo}- 
lowed by a criticlsm from Jens Jensen, for- 
mer superintendent of the west parks, ofthe 
lack of park facilities in the Twenty-fifth 
ward. He declared that Sheridan park before 
long would be solidly built up with apart- 
ment houses and that park sites should be 
bought at-.once. 

Ald. Jonés announced that he would lay his 
plan for the city’s purchase of a stretch of 
Jake shore land between Seventy-first and 
Seventy-ninth streets before the south park 
commissioners at their meeting next Wednes- 
day. He is confident that public demand will 
compel action and has been told that several

of the commissioners are in favor of his 
idea. 

President Henry C, Foreman is in Atlantic

Ald. Jones has been assured-of his support 
and William Best is another member upon 
whom he can count. 

“Iam strongly of the belief that all lake 
shore lands avalilable,”’ said the commis- 
sioner, *‘ should be purchased by the city or 
the park boards as fast as possible, The strip 
below Seventy-first street is an excellent 
one, and if it becomes necessary I believe the 
board can obtain enough additional bonding 
power to make the purchase. It should be 
done for the sake of the entire city.”’

LIVED UNDER SEVEN POPES. 


Vittoria Emme Came to America When 
She Heard of Its Riches, 


A knot of purple crépe hangs from the door 
at 247 West Taylor street and candies are 
lighted at the head of a casket in which lies 
the body of a woman who lived to be 107 years 
eld. 

Vittoria Emme, the decedent, was born in 
the town of Laurenzana, province of Po- 
tenza, Italy, in 1802. She lived there until 
she was 72 years of age. Hearing of the 
riches to be made in America, she and her 
husband cameto Chicago. The husband died 
many years ago. 

When she was 97 Mrs. Emme returned to 
her native Italy. There she remained three 
years, and in celebration of her one hun- 
dredth birthday anniversary she again sailed 
from Naples for this city. 


Last Wednesday:evening after eupper when 


helping to wash the dishes she said she felt 
tired. She lay down on a sofa, and a few 
minutes later her daughter-in-law found her 
dead. Her life had gone out as she slept. 

This remarkable woman was perhaps the 
oldest person in Chicago. She had never 
been sick, and up to the hour of death en- 
joyed life to the utmost. 


Descendants as Pallbearers. 


Tomorrow her grandchildren and great- 


grandchildren will carry the casket with its 
burderm-to_the Guardian Angels’ church in 
Forquer street. High mass will be cele- 
brated by Father Pacifico, and then the body 
will be taken to Mount Carmel cemetery. 

Up to the last day of her life Vittoria Emme 
took a lively interest in household affairs. A 
few hours before she died she planned a trip 
to one of the parks for next Sunday. 

Vittoria Emme had seen much in her life- 
time. Pius XII. was elected to the holy see 
two years before her birth, and she had lived 
in her native land under the rule of seven 
popes. She had seen the temporar! power of 
Rome taken from Pius IX. by Garibaldi, and 
four of her sons fought on the side of the 
church. 

She was born seven years before Gladstone, 
thirteen years before Bismarck, seven years 
before Leo XIII., and was only one year 
younger than Cardinal Newman. 

When Victor Emmanuel was born In 1820 
Vittoria Emme was a mother, She was 13 
years old when Queen Victoria was born and 
85 when her majesty succeeded to the throne 
of Great Britain. 


Recollections of Bonaparte. 


In 1815, when Bonaparte was defeated at 
Waterloo, she was old enough to remember 
the stories told by her father of the great 
French soldier. ; 

Five years before Robert Fulton's steam- 
boat, the Clermont, made the first trip from 
New York to Albany, Vittoria Emme was 
born, and she also was old enough at the time 
to distinctly remember Commodore Perry's 
victory at Put-in-Bay. This battle, which set- 
tled for all time the supremacy of the great 
lakes, was fought in 1813. Only a week be- 
fore her death she recounted the story to 
some friends who visited her. She had a 
vivid recollection of the stirring events in 
Italy during the time of the Garibaldi strug- 

le and she never 
her grand and great-grandchildren. 

In 1802, the year of her birth, there w4s only 
one house in Chicago. It was a hut prt 
by De Sabin and later occupied by John 


Kinzie.

OTHER STUDIES WORTH MORE 


Dr. White and Mrs. O’Keeffe Are Given 
Unanimous Support. 


Latin and algebra, those studies which 
have been stumbling blocks to many youth- 
ful minds, are to be eliminated from the cur- 
riculum of the Chicago elementary schools, 
according to a unanimous vote taken yester- 
day by the school management committee of 
the board of education. ; 

In the future, after the official] board acts 
on the matter, “ readin’, writin’, and ‘ritn- 
metic ’’ will be the principal studies which 
youngsters in the lower grades will be re- 
quired to absorb. The action was taken on 
motions offered by Dr. R. A. White and Mrs. 
Isabelle O’ Keeffe, and the other members of 
the committee immediately concurred. 

Dr. White started the unexpected action by 
moving ‘that Latin be excluded from the 
lower grades. Before his motion could be 
voted on Mrs. O'Keeffe moved an amend- 
ment which included algebra. 

“ Fine,”’ said Dr. White, smiling. “In my 
wildest imagination I never dreamed of a 
motion that would abolish algebra in the 
elementary schools. 

‘*l always have been against Latin in the 
lower grades, but I am more strongly op- 
posed to algebra. Algebra in the gradés 
means the displacing of practical arithmetic. 
Your boy or gir] who is going to the high 
school will get algebra anyway. The boy or 
girl who is leaving school after the eighth 
grade needs arithmetic more. Latin is also 
not essential to the pupil who leaves school 
early. What they want are practical 
studies.”’ 

Favor Englewood Branch Library. 

Dr. White also won another victory in the 
committee when he secured the prize for 
which he has been working in behalf of the 
Englewood High school. The committee 
voted to permit the public library to installa 
branch at this school. More than $10,000 
worth of books are to be kept there for the 
use of the pupils. Assistant Superintendent 
Roberts was not in favor of this, because he 
said branch libraries should be placed itn 
poorer parts of the city. 

The committee also declined to recommend 
that the schools be dismissed early in the 
afternoon of June 14, when flag day will be 
celebrated in various parks of the city. 

A plan by which young men and women 
will be enabled to work half a day and attend 
school the other half was indorsed. The as- 
sistant superintendents made a special report 


that it was possible for working boys and 
girls to take certain courses in the public 
schools. The courses to be outlined are in 
connection with the vocations which the stu- 
dents have chosen as their means of liveli- 
Absent Teachers Get No Pay. 

Teachers who are absent from their work 
because of the illness of relatives or friends 
will not receive all of their salaries, the com- 
mittee voted in the case of Miss R. Hanna. 
who asked that a]l of her salary be restored to 
her because she was away from her duty on 
account of her mother being il), 

A report that Assistant Superintendents 
Roberts and Megan were to resign because 
of the criticism of the schools made by Pres- 
ident Schn@der was given a solar plexus 
blow when the committee voted unanimously 
to retain the two officials and recommend at 
the next board meeting that they be re- 
elected. : 

“Of course we will remain in the schools 
if we are reélected,” said Mr. Roberts. “J 
have no intention of resigning and neither 
has Mr. Megan.”

Atlantic City, N: J., June 10.—[Special.]— 
(An educational health board to be connected 
with every school in thé United States was 
Suggested by Dr. J. W. Vanderslice of Chi- 
cago in an address tonight before the Amer!i- 
can Medical association on the subject of 
“An Investigation of the Schoo! Child.”’ 

‘Dr. Vanderslice declared that many of the 
evils of the present public school system of 
the country were due to the fact that chil- 
dren are’ worked beyond their physical 
and mental capacity. He said that physicians 
should pass on these questions and should 

vent the growing child from being stunted 
his early school training. 

** What would be of far-reaching good,” 
gaid the speaker, “ is for the medical profes- 
sion to demand an educational health board 
connected with each school system, this 
board to be composed of physicians, with 
proper authority to act in safeguarding the 
heaith of the school child, they to be the final 
arbiters in regard to hygiene and sanitation 

yard to indicate the mental and physical 
ability of the pupil.”’ . 


Inquiry Covers 904 Schools. 

Mr. Vanderslice served as a member of 
the committee appointed by the American 
Medical association to investigate the 
“present status of the school child.”” The 
data used in his paper, he said, had been 
gathered in thirty-four cities; from 904 
schools selected at random, representing 
$69,290 pupils. Question blanks were sent 
out to principals and teachers of the different 
schools. 

In the minds of the teachers, the speaker 
said, the contributing causes of the poor 
health @nd inferior mental conditions of 
school children were: . 
Ist grade, 7th grade, 
per cent. percent. 
Too much school work required. ..7§ 22 
Too. great anxiety over grades or

Pupils Ill Fed; Overworked. 

Dr. Van Derslice produced figures showing 
the percentage cf children attending the 
echools of the country who were iI]! fed, over- 
worked, etc. Some of the teachers, he said, 
when asked, *“* What, in your opinion. are the 
chief causes of stress ané strain in the school 
child?" declared that they had never noticed 
any in the children under their cbservation. 

Others, he said, were of the opinion that 
the stress and strain was caused by too long 
school hours, poor preparation tn the earlier 
grades, insanitary, school conditions, poor 
teachers, improper school seats, poor home 
environment, insufficient sleep, social dis- 
tractions, and cheap theaters. 

“The schedules of most schools seem to 


__~feto be arranged with but two ideas in 


mind,’’ continued the speaker. ‘‘ They have 
the harder studies early ih the session and to 
Gt in with recesses. 

Pupils Under Undue Strain. 

Sample schedules taken at random from 
various school systems were found to have 
the same lesson periods for all the grades, no 
attention being paid to the physiological fact 
that a child 6 to 10 years of age cannot apply 
the attention to a specific subject for more 
than fifteen minutes without undue-strain. 
In many schools the first lesson period, 
which, supposedly, is of the hardest study, is 
forty minutes in length in the primary grade. 

* The curriculum is manifestly overcrowd- 
ed. This is die to three causes; iirst, the 
domination by the colleges; second, the fact 
that all that has been in the curriculum at 
@ny period must remain; third, that every 
pupil must take all the work regardless of 
personal néed. 

“This overcrowding of the curriculum is 
the source of much of the criticism which is 
being heaped upon all public school systems, 
and is a menace to the child in two diverse 
ways; first. the honest, ambitious child must 
do more than is within the limits of his 
ability to do well. and, second—and what is of 
far greater evil in its effect—is the fact that 
educators recognize this factor and the child 
himself soon learns that to do all of his work 
well is unnecessary for promotions, and here 
is inoculated into him those habits of shift- 
lessness and irresponsibiilty that are the 
erying evil of the modern school. 


Does Not “Draw Out; Pours In.” 

“Through all the literature and remarks 
ef educators one recognizes this constant 
wail of the inability of the school to develop 
the will, but all effort is placed upon the 
intellectual capacity. The school does not 
educate (draw out), but rather its apparent 
position is to pour into the child a certain 
definite number of facts.” 

Dr. Van Derslice sails tonight for Europe, 
end before returning will read a paper on the 
subject of the school child before the Uni- 
versal Medical association at Budapest, Hun- 
gary.

of’ my retirement from office. : 

‘The money was first invested in north 
side property and I exchanged my equity irf 
this for the plant. I have never denied my 
ownership of the plant. The money cer- 
tainly had no connection with my work as 
en.dalderman. ‘There is nothing to the cita- 
tion excepting a business misunderstanding, 
ard, ag I said, if.I owe the money it will be

Thinks the Disposition of Reli- 
gious Problem There Was 
Well Managed.

Washington, D. C., June 10.—That “ com- 
plete church emulation ”’ is a good thing and 
that there should be in this country “ no 
invidious distinctions in elections, because 
of religious belief," were the.keynotes of 
the address made tonight by President Taft 
before the congress of Roman Catholic mis- 
sionaries, now in session in this city. | 

After being introduced by the Rev. Father 
Doyle, who referred to the president, quot- 
ing another, as the ** great harmonizer,’’ Mr. 
Taft, who had been applauded loudly as he 
entered the hall, was greeted by another out- 
burst of applause. 

_ He spoke principally of the work of settling 

in the Philippines the difficulties caused by 
the close relationship there of church and 
government: 


Thinks Change Will Be Beneficial. 


He expressed the opinion that in‘the end 
the church would be strengthened by the 
change there, “as freedom and toleration 
and the complete separation of church and 
state have strengthened the church in this 
country.’’ Referring to the final settlement 
of the church problems in the Philippines, 
he declared that few extremists in this coun- 
try had found any exception thereto. 

* But I venture to say,’’ added the presi- 
dent, “‘that forty years ago it would havo 
eunk any administration; which only goes 
to show that this country is broad enough 


; for all denominations to work together for 


the fatherhood of God and the brotherhood 
of man and for all of us to live here as 
American citizens and that we should make 
nb invidious distinctions in elections because 
of religious belief."’ 

He said that there is now no question to 
be settled in the Philippines concerning the 
relation of church and government. He said 
it is a good thing for the Roman Catholic 
church that there are other denominations 
in the Philippines, that ‘‘ complete church 
emulation, competition, if I may use that 
term, is a good thing in religion as well as 
in other things In life.”’ 

Previous to the arrival of the president 
there were brief speeches on the missionary 
work being done by the various orders of 
the church throughout the south.

Buffalo, N. ¥., June 10—The east and the

San Francisco, declared that the yellow peril 


was more of a menace today than at any 
time in the past. 

“It is also gravely doubted,”’ declared Mr. 
Gates, “if Japan is faithfully keeping the 
‘gentleman's agreement,’ entered into with 
the United States regarding the restriction 
of the immigration of the coolle class. A 
similar agreement entered into with Great 
Britain in regard to British Columbia has 
been deliberately violated. Japan recognizes 
no coolie class. Besides this 800 Japanese 


' and 5,000 Chinese illegally entered the coun- 


try over the border of Mexico and Canada 
in the last year and a half.” 
Says Slave Trade Is Worse. 

The slave trade in oriental women, Mr. 
Gates said, was worse today than at any 
previous time. } 

Cyrus Sulzberger, president of the United 
Hebrew society of New York, took issue with 
Mr. Gates. 

“ The condition of the slave trade in orienta! 
women on the coast is an indictment of your 
own white women,” declared Mr. Sulzberger. 
“They should have wiped it out long ago.” 

“You have just as rotten a Chinese hell in 
your Mott and Pell streets in New York as 
any in San Francieco,” retorted Mr. Gates, 
with some show of heat. ‘ Not only brown 
girl slaves are held in bondage there, but 
police reports within a week show that half 
a dozen white girls have been found there.”

In an official letter sub- 
mitted to the house ways and means commit- 
tee during the tariff inquiry the company 
admitted it held an interest in beet sugar 
factories amounting to about 29 per cent of 
the total beet refining capacity for working 
beets into refined sugar. 

Two years ago the department contem- 
plated prosecution of the American Sugar 
Refining company for violation of the Sher- 
‘man law. A complaint was received by Mr. 
Moody when attorney general, and he started 
an investigation which extended over into 
the administration of Mr. Bonaparte. The 
latter decided that the evidence secured did 
not justify prosecution. 

The fact that the company now has been 
held by the Circuit court to be a trust as 
defined by the Sherman law, and that it 
feared to make an appeal to a higher court 
has caused the department of justice to 
awaken to the necessity ‘of beginning pro- 
ceedings without further doss of time. 


Forced by Loeb to Disgorge. 


The department has been backing up Col- 
lector of Customs Loeb at the port of New 
York in compelling the sygar trust to make 
good the frauds it perpetrated with the con- 
nivance of custom house officials in connec- 
tion with the importation of cane sugar. It 
is alleged the trust benefited to the extent of 
at least $11.000.000 by fraudulent practices, 
of which it has restored something like 
$3,000,000 in order to avoid prosecution. 

The American Sugar Refining company in- 
sists of course that it is not a trust in the 
guilty sense that the word implies, but that 
it is a combination which has been produced 
as the result of fierce competition. It has 
also called attention to the number: of its: 
stockholders, of whom there are 18,852, -rhile 
the average holding of stock is legs than: 
forty-eight shares for each stockholdef. This 
statement does not of course affect the queg- 
tion whether or not the company {s a trust. 
In’ this connection the following testimony 
given before the ways and means'committee 
by C. D. Colcock, representing the New 
Orleans sugar exchange, is interesting. 


“Damnable ” the Way He Puts It. 

“ Representative Boutell—You say that the 
methods of.the American Sugar Refining 
company in dealing with the producer of the 


‘Mr. Colcock—That is the sentiment of 
every man who sold sugar upon the floor of 
our exchange last Thursday. 

* Mr. Boutell—Why did you submit to those 
methods? 

“ Mr. Colcock—We are entirely unable to do 
better excepting where a man has free 
money. For instance last Thursday one man 
stored 2,000 packages of sugar sooner than 
sell it at the low price offered by the refiners. 

f we were all as well off as he, we would 
store all our high grade sugar today. 

“Mr. Boutell—From your evidence show- 
ing that the refiner dictates the price which 
the wholesale grocer shall pay for the raw 
material I presume they also dictate the price 
which the jobber shall pay. 

“Mr. Colcock—Not only that, but they also 
tell him how much he shall sell it for. 

‘* Mr. Boutrell—So that then there fs a com- 
bination which fixes the price the jobber 
charges the retailer? 

‘* Mr; Colcock—A combination in the refin- 
ing industry, yes. 


Dictate Cost and Sale Price. 

“Representative Underwood—The Amer- 
fean Sugar Refining company dictates the 
price at which you shall sell your sugar to 
them, and also dictates the price at which 
the jobber shall sell the sugar to the public? 

‘“‘“Mr. Colcock—They do, but they do not 
tell us we have to sell it to them; they say 
Wwe can sell-it to somebody else. 

“ Representative Underwood—But you are 
bound to sell it to them because you have no 
other purchaser, so that they dictate the 
price to the jobber at. which he shall sell? 

“Mr. Colcock—That is my impression, 
yes.”’ 

Charges have also been made that the

Famous Trip of Secretary in 
1906 Already Productive of 
Good in South America, 


Washington, D.C., June 10.—[Special.]—

expansion of American commercial enter- 


prises in China and South America. For 
years the government has been pointing out 
to capitalists the opportunities for making 
investments in both these directions, but 


There has never been any cotperation on 
the part of the larger financial concerns of 
the country with the government in such 
enterprises. Now President Taft and Secre- 
tary Knox find a syndicate composed of some 
of the strongest interests in the country 
ready to take hoid of the matter and the 
prospects are that results will be so satis- 
ot as to bring other interests into the 

eld. 

It is largely with the idea of interesting 
American capital in the possibilities of South 
America, while at the same time preparing 
the way for such an American aCvance, that 
former Secretary of State Root made his 
famous trip around South America in 1906, 


Syndicate Seeks Chinese Loan. 

It appears that a syndicate composed of J. 
P. Morgan & Co., Kuhn, Loeb & Co., the First 
National bank, and the National City bank of 
New York, which is undertaking to secure a 
share in the Chinese loan on the Hankow- 
She Chuen railways, is preparing also to em- 
bark in South America, and has in contem- ‘ 
plation the establishment of branch banks In 


This is regarded here as the first step toward 
securing for this country the preponderance 
in South American trade, which naturally 
should come to it, but which has been held by 
Europe for so many years. 

Additional details concerning the partiel- 
pation of American banking interests in the 


; 


flotation of Chinese enterprises were given ' 


out today. 

Contrary to the general belief, the Amerf- 
can banking syndicate will at the outset con- 
fine its operations in China almost exclu- 
sively to advancing moneys to the imperial 
government or to enterprises guaranteed or 
supported by that government. 


Development Not Aimed At. 

It is not the purpose of the American bank- 
ers to develop or exploit the natural re- 
sources of the Chinese empire or to under- 
take the construction and operation of pub- 
lic utilities. All that, a member of the syn- 
dicate explained today, is a matter for 
further consideration. 

The British government hag replied to the 
American memorandum submitted by Am- 
bassador Reid regarding American partici- 
pation In the tripartite loan for the financing 
of the Hankow-She Chuen railroad itn China. 

It is understood that in this communica- 
tion the government takes the position that 
the arrangements concluded in 1904 were | 
made separately between America and China, 
and Great Britain and China, and that Amer- 
ican financiers have had an equal opportunity 
with British to obtain a share of this loan. 
For some years past it has been generally’ 
assumed that America, not having shown 
any interest in the undertaking, was not dis- 
posed to participate in the loan.

CANADIAN DAM HOLDING BACK 
HEAVY PRESSURE AT SOO LOCK 


Water Falling Through One Leaf, but 
When It Is Timbered Situation Will 
Be Controlled, It Is Thought. 


od 


Sault Ste. Marie, Mich., June 10.—[Special.]. 
~The movable dam across the Canadian 
canal is effectually doing its work following 
the steamer accidents of yesterday. All but 
one leaf of the structure has been lowered, 
holding back the heavy pressure of water. 
Through this one aperture, however, the 
water ts falling with great force. This leaf 
is so twisted and out of shape that it will be 
impossible to lower it. Preparations are 
being made to timber this part of the dam, 
after which the situation, it is thought, will 
be éntirely under control. If necessary pig 
iron may be dumped Into the canal from the 
swing bridge to reinforce the dam. 

No accurate estimate of the damage is haz- 
arded, nor can it be made until the condition 
of the sills and bottam of the canal can be 
ascertained. Two new gates designed this 
spring,. but not ready when navigation 
opened, and therefore not hung, can replace 
those washed away. The lower gates will 
have to be gone over. 

The accident is creating international in- 
terest. If a similar accident should occur to 
the American lock even worse damage would 
be done, due to the fact that there is no dam 
at the head of the American canal, and how 
the Canadian dam holds out will be watched 
by engineers with interest. 

The steamer Crescent City Is still lying 
rere. Air compressors will be put on board 
tomorrow and the water forced out of the 
forward compartments sufficiently to allow 
divers to get to work ontheship. The Perry 
G. Walker will be ready to proceed tomorrow.

Women May Storm the Capitol. 

Telegrams were dispatched to every 
women’s club in the country directing an 
immediate attack on congressmen and sena- 
tors and the members of the joint confer- 
ence. Following these went letters planning 
@ march on Washington of delegates repre- 
senting 50,000 women’s organizations in the 
United States, these legions of determined 
women from north, west, and south to set 
foot toward the nation’s capital as soon as it 
ig decided that the flood: of letters and tele- 
grams has ebbed without accomplishing its 
mission. 

The campaign is engineered from Chicago 
by the committee of the Cook County League 
of Women’s Clubs, which originally went to 
Washington to oppose the Payne scale and 
succeeded in apparently killing the bill in 
the senate. At the head of this committee Is 
Mre. Nathan B. Lewis. Associated with 
her, representing various affiliated orghniza- 
tions of the league, are Mrs. F. E. Brown, 
Mrs. E. M. Henderson, and Miss Helen Nor- 
ris. Following a brief conference in the 
morning the following telegram was sent to 
the New York City Federation of Women’s 
Clubs, which federation aided the Chicago 
league in its first attempt to down the stock- 
ings and gloves tariffs:

Ultimate Victory Is Expected. 

‘ “This persistent attack by telegrams and 
letters we think will be suffictent to accom- 
plish our ends. If congressmen and senators 
ean only be made to understand that we know 
what they are doing and that we are no more 
afraid of a joint conference than we are of 
one senator or forty, we think they will be 
courageous enough to go to that committee 
themselves and. tell it that no tax on stock-- 
Ings and gloves and other wearing apparel 
mentioned in excess of what has been paid 
in the past will be tolerated. 

“We practically have reached a place 
where an ultimatum is a necessity. If our 
courteous attempts to obtain recognition 
are not taken for all they are worth the 
women of the eountry will not hesitate to 
make their wants known in more vigorous 
language.

The reason we have been resting 
on our oars is because we thought the task 
had been accomplished. 


Will Stop at No Obstacle. 

“ Somebody said today that all the com- 
mittee and interested congressmen would 
do would be to send out after bigger waste 
Paper baskets when this tax protesting flood 
of letters began to arrive. 

“If they want to do that, let them! That 
will serve as a perfectly legitimate excuse: 
to adopt more radical measures. From 
Seattle to Tallahassee there are capable and 
efficjent club women ready to make the trip 
to Washington in opposition to this Payne 
tariff provision. Once there they are not 
likely to leave any stones unturned in ac- 
complishing their desires, and legislators 
who forced them to leave their homes 
and journey over hot, dusty railroads for 
hundreds of miles will not get the impres- 
sion that any of these delegates have been 
near the Blarney stone. If the women of 
the country ever were in earnest they are, 
right now, and as soon as the hirelings of 
vested interests learn that the better.”

men should be bedeviled into such a combi- 


nation almost passes belief. 

The sheep industry today is not profitable 
except under certain peculiar conditions. 
The raising of sheep for wool in Indiana, 
Iowa, and Wisconsin either is decaying or 
standing still. On the other hand, New Eng- 
land millers are making enormous fortunes, 
as has been shown in the senate by figures 

* furnished by the millers themselves. 

The shéep breeder does not get an addi- 
tional“penny a pound for his wool through 
the stiff rates given to the manufacturers. 
On the contrary, these manufacturers con- 
trol the market, and the minute the sheep 
breeders undertake to put up prices on raw 
wool the New England millers begin to im- 
port it and to pay the duty so as break down 
the price on their raw material. 

In his first speech in the senate Mr. Dolliver 
exposed the joker in the raw wool paragraph 
which also was referred to at length in these 
columns. It consisted in a classification of 
raw wool which was so ingeniously con- 
trived that wool of the second class, all 
washed, could be imported into this country 
at just half of the tariff rate of ordinary 
washed wool of class one. 

This has been used by the millers as a club 

with which to beat down the prices on raw 
wool, Several months ago these prices 
began to advance and immediately importa- 
tions of second class wool, which comes from 
England, began to jump until now they have 
reached the maximum figures. The fraud, if 
any, was on the farmer and sheep breeder, 
but there was evidence showing that the 
pecullar wording of this classification was 
contrived by a few millers in New England 
who were large users of that particular grade 
of wool, 

Today Senator Doliver offered an amend- 
ment to the committee bill to consolidate the 
first and second classes of raw wool. The 
result of such an amendment would have 
been to put it out of the power of manufac- 
turers to import washed English wool to the 
detriment of American sheep breeders. The 

amendment was wholly and absolutely in the 

interest of the farmer and sheep breeder 
and, of course, against the interests of the 
manufacturer. 


Westerners Hypnotized by Aldrich. 

It was defeated by a vote of 21 to 37, and‘ 
senators from the sheep breeding states were 
so subservient to the New England combina- 
tion that they voted against their own inter- 
ests and the interests of their farmer constit- 
vents, and this was true, curiously enough, of 
Senator Warren, whom Mr. Dolliver has de- 
scribed as the greatest shepherd since Abra- 
ham. This was the largest majority Mr. Al- 
drich mustered during the day, showing how 
completely he has hypnotized the people from 
the far west. 

Another one of the jokers discovered in the 
woolen schedule which caused a great dea! 
of amusement and surprise at the time was 
the paragraph providing for what is known 
as compensatory duties. It would be difficult 
to imagine more flagrawt injustice on the 
consumer. This paragraph provides that 
when any article of wearing appare! contains 
any wool at all it shall be taxed in addition to 
ite own proper rate a compensatory duty of 
three times the rate assessed on raw wool. 

That might be fair enough if it was intended 
to protect only the amount of woo! in the 
garment. Unfortunately for the consumer, 
the Jaw is so worded, and it is repeated in the 
new bill both by the house and senate, that 
the compensatory tax on wool is agsseseed not 
on the basis of the weight of the wool but on 
the weight of the whole garment. 

In his first big speech in the senate Mr. Do!- 
liver cited the case of a pair of rubber boots 
which had a slight lining of wool, but which 
were compelled to pay the stiff rates of the 
woolen schedule on the weight of the boot in 
addition to the rate on the rubber. 


Duty on Corn Plasters. 

Today he convulsed thesenate by referring 
to a decision under which corn plasters with 
a little woolen edge were compelled to pay 
this compensatory duty based on their entire 
weight, although he admitted some doubt, 
amid the laughter of. the senate, as to 
whether corn plasters were wearing appare! 
after all. 

To, dig out this joker, the Iowa senator of- 
fered an amendment which was so manifest- 
ly. fair that it was a wonder that even Senator 
Aldrich did not accept it. It propdsed to 
make compensatory duty apply only to the 
amount of wool In the garment and to Hmit 
the total ad valorem rate on the whole pro- 
duction to 100 per cent. Nevertheless, this 
reasonable amendment was defeated by a 
majority of thirteen.

As a result of arrangements made by the 
Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul and the 
Northern Pacific railroads, the Osaka Shosen 
Kaisha, a Japanese steamship company, has 
begun the construction of two steamers for 
service between Tacoma, the Pacific terniina] 
of the lines named, and Japan. 

A report has been current that vessels were 
to be built under contracts made by the rail- 
roads with a Japanese company and to be run 
under the American flag. It was stated to- 
‘night at the Japanese embassy, however, 
that the rallroads have only taken steps to 
insure a through connection between Chicago 
and the orfent. 


Steamers to Fly Jap Flag. 
‘When the vessels are completed they will 
fly the Japanese flag and will be officered 
and manned by Japanese seamen. They will 
be of 6,000 tons burden and wil) be speedy. 
The voyage from Tacoma to Japan will be 
without Interruption, no stops being made at 
Hawali on account of the coastwise laws. 
The result will be that the voyages will be 
made within twelve and possibly ten days. 
For some years Japanese lines have been 
maintaining a service between San Francisco 
and Manila via Yokohama and between Seat- 
tle and Yokohama. These lines have been 
profitable, partly as a result of subsidy which 
the government pays to native shipping in- 
terests. 


Japs Pushing Shipping Interests. 

A high class of steamerfs has been pro- 
vided and Mr. Okura, president of the com- 
pany, promised a short time ago a ten day 
service between San Francisco and Yoko- 
hama as against the sixteen day service 
which is now furnished alike by the Japanese 
and Pacific Mail steamship companies. 
Since the loss of one of its big ships through 
grounding in Hawali the Northern Pacific 
has been handicapped, but J. J. Hill appar- 
ently has not been willing to undertake the 
construction of another vessel to take its 
place. The Japanege, however, have shown 
themselves perfectly willing to provide the 
necessary ocean transportation facilities, 
gone. of their cardinal policies being the 
growth of Japanese shipping.

ARE URGED FOR CHICAGO. 
J. Herbert Brewster in Address at Mil- 


waukee Thinks Channel to Illinois 
River Should Be Enlarged.

Milwaukee, Wis., June 10. —[{Special.]—At a 
meeting of the American Waterworks asso- 
clation today J. Herbert Brewster spoke on 
“The Sanitary Condition of the Southern 
End of Lake Michigan.’’ 

After a careful review of the situation at 
the southern end of the lake and the rapidly 
increasing population. and commenting on 
the fact that the offal of a large population 
being carried off into the lake by one set of 
pipes and then pumped back again for the 
use of the inhabitants by another set of pipes, 
Mr. Brewster makes the following recommen- 
dations: i ih 
First—The installation of gravity er mechanical 
filters to purify the water of each of the present 
systems. 

Two-—the Installation of sewage disposal plants 
to purify the sewage or otherwise destroy injurious 
bacteria now being poured Into the lake 

Three—Such action as will stop permanently the 
dumping of dredged material within five miles of 
any water intake. 

Four—the abatement of the nuisance known as the 
‘*‘ Calumet sewer.”’ 

Fifth—The abandonment of the lake as a source 
of water supply and the use of water from deep 
wells undoubtedly to be found in sufficient abun- 
dance for all present needs. 

Mr. Brewster deciared in favor of the en- 
largement of the channel to the Hlinois river 
and the prevention of the dumpage of 
dredged material into the lake as the most 
feasible of all the plans proposed.

Washington, D. C., June 10.—The appre- 
ciation, good will, and congratulations of the 
American people were today extended to 
Wilbur and Orville Wright, the American 
aviators, by the Apa 7 of the United 
. States. 

‘The occasion was the tion ef the 
gold medals awarded by the Aero Club of 
América to commemorate the conquest of the 
air. In the presence of distinguished states- 
men, ory ag: , the members of the 
cabinet, tists, and prominent 
aeronauts Pou rytencren dl two inventors of 
the first su flying machine heavier 
than air received the first public recognition 
of their achievements from their fellow 
countrymen. 

In presenting the medals to the Wright 
brothers, President Taft said: 

. “| esteem it a great honor and an oppor- 
tunity to preseat these medals to you as an 
evidence of what you have dene. You made 
this discovery: by a course that we of Ameri- 
ca like to feel ie distinctively American—by 
keeping your nose ht at the job until you 
had accomplished what’ you had determined 
to do. - : 

‘Tt has been said that this is the first presi- 
dential recognition of aeronautics since 
President Washington. Well, all I have to 
say is that I had a predecessor who, if 
aer6nautics had proceeded as far when he 
left office as they have todxy, would. not only 
have gone down under the water in a sub- 
marine boat, but would have gone up into 
the air in a flying machine. No one had a 
more earnest interest, a more active interest, 
and a greater desire to see into the things 
that make for progress than my predecessor. 


Use Not Confined to War. 

**T don’t like to think, and I decline to 
think, that these instrumentalities that you 
have invented for human use are to be con- 
fined in their utility to war. I presume that 
they will have great value in war, and I sup- 
pose that all of us, representatives of the va- 
rious governments, ought to look at this mat- 
ter, following the rule of governments of to- 
day, from the standpoint of their utility in 
war; but I sincerely hope that these machines 
will be Increased in usefulness to such a point 
that even those of us who now look at them 
as not for us may count on their ability to 
carry more than ‘thin’ passengers in times 
of peace.”’

Tomorrow it is expected that partial ar- 


rangements for the funeral on Sunday in the 


Bouth Congregational church, of which Dr. 
Hale was the pastor emeritus, will be an- 
nounced. 

On his return from Washington a few 
weeks f° it was reported that Dr. Hale was 
not in good health, but he soon regained his 
activities, and until Tuesday attended meet- 
ings and received friends. Last night, how- 
ever, he showed signs of distress and, rapidly 
weakening, passed peacefully away in the 
early hours of the morning. 

It seemed during the day as if the whole 
country joined in mourning the loss of Dr. 
Hale. Messages expreseing sorrow .and .ca- 
teem poured into the Hale household, one,of 
the first being from President and Mrs. Taft. 


Had Sympathy for Americans. 


Dr. Hale, of whom probably everybody out- 
side of Boston and the United States senate 
thinks first as the author of ‘4: The Man With- 
out a Country,’ was one.of the most robust 
and thorough Americans that American pa- 
triotism has known. Years brought no pes- 
simistic ideas into his head. He had a broad 
sympathy for the whole American people, 
New Englander though he was, and a bound- 
less confidence. in the country’s future and in 
the ability of the people to govern; he stood 
strenuously for. the principle that the gov- 
ernment officials are the people's servants. 

A lifelong Republican, son of a Whig father, 
he was thcroughly democratic in principle, 
although aristocratic in manner. He was 
cheerful, alert, and mobile in age as in youth, 
ready always to mingle and to keep in touch 
with many interests. At a dinner given for 
him at the Aldine club a few years ago he re- 
marked: 

“I always accept the Aldine club’s invita- 
tions. You've asked me twice in eighty 
years. 

His quiet humor and much of hie nature are 
reflected in this trifling speech. 

Bishop Potter said on that same occasion 
that Dr. Hale had always touched what was 
best in human nature and that human nature 
had responded to the touch. 


From “We. the People.” 


In ‘We the People,’ a book published 
only: five or six years ago, Dr. Hale said: 
“ Shakspeare’s sneers at the groundlings 
were true enough when he described the 
people of Romein Julius Cesar’strme. They 
are not true of the American people today. 
Four pér cent of the people of New York 
state bring-only their muscle and their 
weight to their daily work. These are the 
peopie who dig the drains; who carry Duckets 
of coal up five-stories or ten.- 
“ The other 96 per cent of'workmetret New 
York afe persons who work, with their 
beins,.such nen as expreesrien | 
a delicate account of 350 customers in’ the 
céiirse.of a day, and in the course of a year 
do not'make ten mistakes..»*- ¢.-.

Nine years ago he had the courage to sub- 
stitute water for wine at.the communion 
table of his South Congregational church, 
Boston, and eréated quite a sensation, but 
justified. himself with a few quiet words of 
explanation, saying that Christ took the cup 
of his country, that it had always been the 
custom to celebrate communion in the bever- 
agé of the country, and that watery had now 
become the beverage of America. 


Gives Advice to Suffragists. 

Five years ago, in speaking of the ideas 
of the founders of the r@jublic—equality, 
brotherhood. and home government—hé said: 

“T do not wish to arouse any ill feeling, 
but in my judgment the only way for women 
to achieve equality at the ballot box is for 
them to shoulder the musket and join the 
sheriff's posse even as the man does.” 

Dr. Hale hated sham and had a fine con- 
tempt for those who disguise paucity of 
ideas by spectacular phraseology. 

“T cthave always tried to write on sub- 
jects of which I knew something,”’ he said, 
“andl have the greatest scorn for what is 
called_literature, where the writer throws 
himself into the fleld as a fencing master 
might do or a soldier.of fortune; where the 
writer knows how to write and has nothing 
to write about; where, in short, he has noth- 
ing to say.” 

He enjoyed being chaplain of the sénate 
because, as he said, it brought him into con- 
tact not only with members of congress from 
all over the country, but from time to time 
with intelligent people from all over the 
world.

Last of a Notable Group. 

Dr. Hale was born in Boston in 1822 and 
was practically the last survivor of the group 
of great New England literary men and lead- 
ere that included Emerson, Whittier, hong- 
fellow, Lowell, Garrison, Phillips, Webster, 
Sumner, Hawthorne, Freeman Clark, and 
Phillips Brooks. He married in 1852: Emily 
Baldwin Perkins at Hartford, Conn. His 
father was editor and proprietor of the Bos- 
ton Daily Advertiser and was president of 
the first railroad in New England. 

The son learned to set type when he was 
12 years old, and late in Mfe he used to say 
he was always proud to think he could earn 
a livelihood as a journeyman if need be, and 
he used to enjoy also the memory of thefree 
railway rides of his youth. 

He was educated first at the old Boston 
Latin school, which dates farther back than 
any existing school in America, and was 
graduated from Harvard at the age of 17. 
He was licensed to preach three years later, 
and undertook his first pastorate at the age 
of 24 in 1846, at the Church of thé Unity in 
Worcester, where he remained ten years, 
going thence to the South Congregational 
church of Boston (Unitarian), whose pastor 
he remained. He made his home tm Rox- 
bury in a house which he described as a

The hearse, 
which was drawn by tix black horses capari- 
‘soned in the trappings of mourning, was pre- 
ceded by three funeral cars, banked high with 
the rarest flowers, and 8,000 employés of the 
Louvre store.

When the procession, after leaving the 
church, -reached the working districts near 
the Place de Ja Bastile and the Place de la 
Republique many persons indulged in coarse 
jests and some of the demonstrators were so 
hostile that the police made several! arrests. 


Number of Spectators Hurt. 
At several places the crowd broke through 
the police lines and invaded the procession, 


The crush on the sidewalks was so dense that 
many women and children were injured. 
Former President Loubet, who accompanied 
the remains on foot, frequently was ac- 
clatmed. 

There was almost a riot when the cortégé 
arrived at the Pére-Lachaise cemetery, but 
the police finally were successful in driving 
back the mob, and the coffin was placed ina 
magnificent sepulcher crowned with a bust 
of the deceased. :

When Woman Shoots Self,

‘Says That Lots of Products Are 


Wrongfully Certified as 
“Government Passed.” 


St. Louls, Mo., Jane 10.—After eighteen 
months’ service as & United States meat 
inspector in Bast St. Louis packing houses, 
J. F. Harms has resigned and has written 
a letter to Secretary of Agriculture James 
Wilson demanding an investigation of the 
meat inspection system at 
stockyards. 

Harms, who has gone to hie home in Fre- 
mont, O., asserts that he resigned because 
he could not tolerate the canditions he saw 
and that the inspectors in charge of the 
bureau of animal industry are too lenient 
with the packers. He says no animus 
prompted his letter. . 

After asserting that ““U. 8. inspected and 
passed,” as it appears on products of all the 
packing houses, is meaningless, because of 
the inadequacy of the inspection, Harms 
says in part in the letter: 

“The inspection at the National stock- 
yards is costing the people approximately 
$100,000 a year, and it is not actually worth $1 
‘o them. 


Says Inspection Is a Farce. 

“For when the wora is passed from the 
inspector in charge on to the inspectors 
actually doing the work on the floors that 
they are getting too many condemned anl- 
mals and to change the grading, what does 
that mean? It means that the whole thing 
is rotten and a farce. Mr. Secretary, the 
packers are getting today from 70 to 80 
per cent of what ought to be condemned 
and destroyed. 

“If you please, Mr. Secretary, I have 
seen from 1,200 to 1,500 pounds of lard 
epilled on the floor and which ran down 
Into an.open sewer in the fidor, the sewer 
outlet being quickly blocked and said lard 
taken up from the floor and out of the 
sewer, both of which were unclean and 
insanitary from Walking oéver and the 
sputum and filth which naturally find their 
way into any sewer. 

“ And your doctors, Clancy and Meadors, 
passed same to the packers over the protest 
of the inspector on that floor and it went 
to the public marned: ‘U.,8. inspected and 
passed.’ 


Meat Condemned Later Released. 


Harms cites seVeral specific instances of 
lax inspection methods, declaring that meat 
condemned by sub-inspectors has been later 
released to the packers by 
in the service. 

Chief Inspector Clancy, discussing the 
charges, asserted that such cases were not 
uncommon, because the cuties of the chief 
inspector called for decisions in matters of 
doubt. 

“Many of the other charges I am sure 
can not be true,’ said Dr. Clancy. ‘“ The 
conditions cited by Harms would not be 
tolerated for an instant. He has not com- 
plained to me about my decisions nor to 
my assistant, Dr. Willlam H. Meadors. We 
are ready to be investigated any time.”

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EDWARD EVERETT HALE. 

Having been a kindly looker on at life 
for more than four score years, Dr. Ed- 
ward Everett Hale has turned his gaze 
elsewhere and passed to the majority. 
But he. was not content merely to observe 
thé passing “events during his loug life; 
he plunged actively into the current and 
identified: himself with ,whatever seemed 
to him to need or merit aid, The aboli- 
tiohist’ hovement, ‘the civil war, the cause 
of labor, the betterment of eivie condi- 
tions, philanthropy in its various aspects, 
found in him an energetic laborer and a 
wisé adviser. | 

During hig: extended pulpit experience 
he frequently assumed positions which it 
took.the highést coutage to maintain, but 


‘whether as a clergyman ‘preaching ser- 


mons, an editor conducting a nhewspaper 
or magazine, or as a writer of innumefra- 
ble pamphlets and books, he never hesi- 
tated to put himself on record on all 
questions where his opinion would count. 
Covering as his long career did many of 
the most stirring events of the countrys 
history, his utterances touched the most 
vital issues which have confronted the 
nation, and not only had he no cause to 
regret the stands he took, but he saw 
time justify them ome by one. 

As a spiritual leader none of the many 
noted preachers of New England sur- 
passed him in influence and none was 
more beloved by those to whom he spoke. 
As a commentator upon events he was 
not goutent to dwell on those which had 
become memories or traditions, bat he 
constantly showed his thorough -under- 
standing of and sympathies with present 
day affairs. While temperance and 
geniality usually pervaded his writing, he 
could thunder, too, when conditions fe- 
quired a storm. 3 

While he wrote much and well it was 
for a purpose and not merely for the sake 
of writing. . The preacher, rather than 
the literary man, was predominant in him, 
and his best known production, the classic 
little story of “A Man Withgut a Coun- 
try,” appeared at a time when its lesson 
of patriotism was most needed, 

As a philanthropic writer he was not 
ene of those who wallowed in optimistic 
generalities, blind to real conditions and 
necessities. Wherever possible he sug- 
gested remedies, and some of his sugges- 
tions have borne glorious fruit of the most 
practical and helpful sort. His life was 
one of. helpful endeavor both in example 
and precept, and all who have been within 
reach of his words will participate in the 
rich heritage of a life influence spread 
far for the good of mankind.

His long term of duty at the court of 
Vienna as military a hé of the British em- 
bassy imbued him with much interest and 
taste for diplomatic work. Moreover, he 
showed considerable aptitude for the latter, 
his services being utilized in severa) mat- 
ters where his relationship,to the reignihg 
house of England, and to several of the royal 
families of the continent, endowed him with 
peculiar advantages not within the reach of 
ordinary diplomats.

Despite the fact that his dukedom is a Ger- 

ah oOne—namely: of Wlirtemberg, he is 
thoroughly English. having been born at 
Richmond, educated at Wellington college 
and at Sandhurst, and having done duty as a 
cavalry officer from the time he left Sand- 
hurst until he went to Vienna as military 
attaché in 1904. He is at the present moment 
a lieutenant colonel of the life guards, is 
married to Lady Margaret Grosvenor, daugh- 
ter of the late duke of Westminster, and is 
the eldest brother of the princess of Wales, 
that is to say, of the future queen of Eng- 
land. Through his mother, the late Princess 
Mary of Cambridge, he is a great-grandson 
of King George III. of England, and were it 
not for the fact that the birth of his father, 
the late duke of Teck, had been morganatic, 
he would be today the next heir to the throne 
of the present king of Wtirtemberg. 

There is some precedent for the duke’s ap- 
pointment, and several! of the European gov- 
ernments are beginning to see the advantage 
of having among their diplomatic represent- 
‘atives men, who by reason of their kinsman- 
ship to the sovereign to whom they are ac- 
credited, have facilities of accegs to him and 
command a social position, prestige, ahd in- 
fluence beyond the reach of the ordinary am- 
bassador, minister, or secretary. Thus, Aus- 
tria derives no little benefit from the fact that 


| her ambassador in London, Count Albert 


Mensdorff, is a cousin of King Edward, and 
treated by. him and by the entire reigning 
house of England as a near and dear kinsman.

With regard to Sir Maurice de Bunsen, he 
began his diplomatic career in the United 
States as an attaché at Washington in 1878, 
and, while of German origin, may be said to 
owe the start of the fortunes of his house to 
America, 

The first. Bunsen, Christian Charlies by 
name, and the grandfather of Sir Maurice. 
was a young student of humble birth at the 
University of Bonn, in the most straitened 
circumstances, when by a piece of great good 
luck he was selected to serve as private 
tutor and as traveling companion to young 
William B. Astor, son of that John Jacob 
Astor who laid the foundation of the great 
wealth of his family. The couple wandered 
all over Europe together, visited Goethe. 
Schopenhauer, and Niebuhr, and when finally 
young Astor returned to New York, Bunsen 
was provided for in a financia) sense, and ina 
most generous fashion, for ghe remainder of 
his days, and Wags able afterwards to marry 
at Rome an English girl, a Miss Waddington, 
aunt of the French statesman and foreign 
minister of that name, whose American 
widow, daughter of President King of Colum- 
bia uriiversity, New York. is a frequent visitor 
to this. country. (ee 

‘At Rome Bunsen became intimate with the 
scholarly prussian envoy, Niebuhr. who se- 
cured his appointment as secretary of his 
legation, and becoming a warm personal 
friend of Prince Frederick William of Prussia. 
he was, on the succession of the latter to the 
Prussian throne, as Frederich William IV., 
promoted to the post of minister plenipoten- 
tiary in London. Hissons, George and Ernest 
von Bunsen, both distinguished themselves 
by their pronounced Liberal views, which 
gave such offense to Prince Bismarck that he 
virtually drove them from German’ official 
life. Indeed, Ernest von Bungen resigned his 
position in the German army and diplomatic 
service, and established himself in &ngland, 
where he married. Miss Elizabeth Gurney, a 
daughter of the famous old Norfolkshire 
nouse of that name. He returned to Ger- 
many to take part in the care of the sick 
and wounded in the war of 1870 for Which 
service old Emperor William insisted upon 
appointing him to be one of his chamberlains. 
This did not, however, preventsErnest von 
Bunsen from having his son brought up as an 
Englishman, and Maurice, after graduating 
from Oxford, entered the British diplomatic 
service, where his promotion was rapid. He 
is married to Mrs. Bertha Corry, a relative 
of the late Lord Rowton, and through her 
he is in possession of a comfortable fortune.

Every now and again rumors have been 
current to the effect that the aged emperor 
of Austria had contracted a morganatic alli- 
ance with the popular actress, Katti Schratt, 
who is not unknown on the stage in this 
country. The people responsible for these 
foolish rumors were evidently unaware that 
Mme. Schratt had a husband living. He was 
Nicholas von*Kiss, consul general of Austria- 
Hungary in Algiers, and he has just died at 


his wife's villa in the Hietzing suburb of | 


Vienna, nursed there by her during the iliness 
of several months to which he has suve- 
cumbed. He was & member of one of the 
most respected families of the petty nobility 
‘of Hungary and leaves by his marriage with 
the popular actress a son, Anton von Kiss, 
who is one of the secretaries of the Austrian 
embasey at Constantinople. 

While calumny has been rife abroad re- 
garding Katti Schratt, on the other hand. tn 
Austria, and especially at Vienna, the people 
have never had any doubts as to the perfectly 
platonic nature of her relations with the 
emperor, the best proof of which was fur- 
nished by the friendship and regard with 
which she was treated by all the members of 
Moreover, only a few 
years ago, that is to say, some time after 
the death of Empress Elizabeth, she was in- 
vited by the latter’s sister, the Countess 
Trani, to accompany her during a trip in 
Italy, and at Rome both women, that is to 
say, the royal countess and the actress, were 
received together in private audience by 
the pontiff. 

One of Katti's best friends and kindest 
patrons was the Empress Elizabeth, whose 
untimely death she deeply méurned, and as 
long as the empress lived Katti saw much 
more of the emperor than subsequent to the 
tragedy. For when the empress was there to 
sanction the perfectly innocent friendship 
with the emperor, no one could say anything 
against it, or find fault therewith, since the 
empress was known to be too high spirited 
and deeply religious @ woman to countenance 
anything that would be in the Jeast degree 
questionable. Many is the time that she 
lunched with the imperial couple at the em- 
press’ suburban palace of Laihz; while Biiga- 
beth on many am occasion called on her at 
her cottage on the heights above Isch!, where 
the actress was wont to spend the summer.

Tt is evident that the correspondent did 
not read my letter, and as he Has misrepre-, 
sented .me (unintentionally, I presume), 4 
copy of the letter, as near as I can nowrecali 
its contents, is hereunto appended. 

Dear Mr. President: The sentence of death 
which (as reported) bas been passed upon the 
three Filipinos who killed a citizen of Chicago 
recently seems too severe. Those ignorant crea- 
tures had great provocation. They did not under- 
stand the purpose of their visitor, whose motives 
were good but whose actions aroused their sus- 
picions; they probably feared that he meant some 
great harm to their tribe, perhaps to their wom- 
en. In his letters to friends here, he told of his 
habit of entering thelr dwellings at will (unin- 
vited and unwelcome, as the sequel has shown), 
and of even sieeping in them. In a civilized coun- 
try if a maw-should be guilty of such conduct it 
would not be surprising tf he should get shot, and 
a jury of intelligent men would dovbtiess decide 
that the slaying was justifiable.

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URGES A CONSULAR SCHOOL.

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Mason B, Starring, in Article in Hide 
and Leather Journal, Points Out 
Benefits of Proposed Plan, 


. Starring in an article in the Hide 
' Journal on the improvement 
of the consular service points out the benefits 
that will acerue tao the business werid if 
the bills indorsed by the Industrial club of 
Chicago are pa These bills were intro- 
duced in congress last January. One pro- 
poses a consular schoo} where men-would be 
trainéd for their work. Mr. Starring says: 

‘* Believing that with an improvement of 
the consular service by certain clear cut 
and positive statutory regulations as to pre- 
requisite requirements, tenure office, and 
promotion, that service could be made 4% 
credit to our nation and a ‘profit to its busi- 
ness, and that sentimental and business rea- 
sons alike demanded such improvement, the 
Industrial club of Chicago has outlined a 
plan in certain bills introduced into congress 
on Jan. 23, 1909, for the establishment of a 
national consular school, and for placing ap- 
pointees to the consular service upon 4 civil 
service basis. 

“In the consulag school men would be 
trained to meet on equal ground the com- 
mercial rivals of this country fin foreign 
fields. and given that opportunity to perfect 
themselves for this work, which it is appar- 
ent is not now open to them: A university 
course is not now obtainable by the vast ma- 
jority of young men, or by their parents for

door of this school to men without regard 
to their financial condition. and for this rea- 
son asks that each student ‘be allowed the 
sum of $300 per year by the government. Its 
bill provides, too, so that there may be no 
unfairness to the government, that the grad- 
uate of this schoo] shall remain in consular 
service ten years after receiving his appoint- 
ment to the service. or be subject to call 
for service by the government for five years 
after graduation.
